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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments with respect to the Yang and Liao references are persuasive. The prior art 
does not teach or suggest the claimed features to combine with the known stationary 
docking station of Beckstrom.
